CONSPIRACY 


Sensation At Indian 
Trial 


HUNGER-STRIKING THREAT 
Lehore, Yesterday. 

A aensation war caused at the con- 
spiracy trial when Budhukeewar Dutt, 
one of the accused who has been 
hunger-striking for 29 days, was 
brought into Court on a stretcher. 
Another prisoner's sister became hys- 
terical and abusive, and she screamed, 
shouted, and abused the Magistrate, 
the Police and the Government. 
Finally she was removed from the 
Court. She was not charged with con- 
tempt of Court owing to her sex. Sub- 
sequently she apologised but the Magis- 
trate declined to allow her to return 
to Court, but he yielded when all the 
accused declared that they would not 
answer questions if she were not al- 
lowed to be present. 

Another Scene 
Another scene was witnessed at tho 
close of the proceedings. All the pri- 
soners in a chorus ‘leclared that they 
would join Dutt in hunger-striking if 
Dutt’s demands for a special diet wero 
not granted, 

Prosecuting counse] promised to ex- 
plain the attitude of the Government 
thereanent on Monday, but the accused 
announced that they would hunger. 
strike immediately. Reuter. 


PRAYER BOOK - 


Ratification With 
Addenda 


London, Yesterday. 

The Lower House of the Convoca- 
tion at Canterbury has approved of 
the Bishops’ Prayer Book policy 
with the addenda, firstly, that the 
concurrence of the Convocation 
should be obtained in any general 
regulation issued by the provinces 
and the concurrence of the Synod 


of the diocese for loval regulations 
by individual Bishops; secondly, 
recommending the appointment 
of w joint committee. of both 
Houses of the Convocation to 
consider the situation caused by 
Parliament's rejection of the revised 
Prayer Book. 

The Upper House accepted the ad- 
denda and finally ratified the previ+ 
ous decision.—Reuter. 

[A cable of Friday's date stated: 
The Upper House of the Convocation 
of Canterbury has passed a resolu- 
tion on the motion of the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, sanctioning the ‘use of 
the Revised Prayer Book of 1928 by 
Bishops and clergy in parishes, pro- 
vided any deviations from the book of 
1662 have been previously approved 
by the parochia] and church councils. 
The Lower House of the York Con- 
vocation discussed the Bishops’ pro- 
posals regarding the conditional use 
of the 1928 Prayer Book and passed 
a resolution (which was subsequently 
approved by the Upper House) re-

| SPECULATION CRISIS 


“ Bears” Caught Short : 
a Deadlock 


NOTES OF THE CENTRAL BANK 


Local Evchiigs. ‘Suspended After 
Strennous Straggle 


Not for the first time in its exist- 
ence in Hong Kong, the Gold and 
Silver Exchange (Kum Ngan Mau 
Yik Cheung) has suspended opera- 
tions, 


A deadlock ensued after what 
must have constituted record tran- 
sactions in the old notes—‘‘old” 
because a new issue is pending 
or already in the market—of the 
Central Bank of China, Canton. 
The “bears,” who outnumber the 
local “bulls” by over 20 to 1, have 
been “caught short.” A crisis 
has followed widespread specula- 
tion. And because settlement Is 
well nigh impossible at the mo- 
ment, the Exchange stopped deal- 
ing last night. 

Millions, on paper at least, 
must be involved, but emphasis 
has to be laid on the fact that only 
a: restricted and clearly defined 
group of perennial speculators is 
concerned, without any effect on 
the general finance markets of 
Hong Kong and Canton. 

Overwhelming Odds 

The paper money in question 
has the backing of the Provincial 
Government of Kwangtung. When 
Canton was nearly captured by 
the Kwangsi faction, the notes 
slumped in value. Measures have 
been taken whereby the present 
value in Canton is over 0 per 
cent. of Hong Kong bank notes 
(or about 90 per cent. of Canton 
silver subsidiary coin, which is 
the par value of the notes). 

There are, the “Sunday. Herald” 
is informed, about 160 
the Exchange... ta.oHOng: (: 
mostly native “bankers “0 
type who specialise in  ex- 
change such a& the notes mention- 
ed and “double eagles” (U.S. gold 
$20 pieces), the latter of which have 
been responsible for suspensions in 
the past, 

About five of the members are 
buying up all the notes offered for 
gale. About thirty are neutral or 
deal only in a small way. The 
remainder are “bears.” In spite of 
their having sold on the market 
what is believed to be many times 
over the total note issue, quotations 
went up. 


Canton’s Even Tenor 


From 55 per cent. the notes rose 
to 72 on Friday evening, but sud- 
denly dropped to 64 yesterday morn- 
ing. The “bears” are embarrassed 
because, for reasons known to those 
taking part, they cannot buy in 
Hong Kong or Canton even a frac- 
tion of their commitments. And 
the handful of buyera insist on tak- 
ing delivery in preference to accept- 
ing the difference—their profits. 

A member of the Exchange told 
a “Sunday Herald” man last, night 
that the suspension may last some 
time. Inthe interval, a compromise 
will be striven for, on the lines of 
the winners (the “bulls”) forgoing 
their profits go that the “bears” will 
not have to lose so much. 

Meanwhile trading in Central 
Bank notes in the Canton market 
maintains an even tenor. But an 
end, it seems, has come to the whole- 
sale speculation in Hong Kong in a 
currency which, nearly everybody 
thought, would have to crash because 
the Canton Government could not 
uphold it. Those who were confid- 
ent in the fall have been disappoint- 
ed—and temporarily defeated.

ence to the activities of the Hong 
Kong Tramway Company's trams 
and buses, it ia worthy of note 
that this Colony can boast of pos- 
sessing the pioneer system of 
electric traction in this par: of 
the Far East. It was in 1902 that 
an Ordinance was passed by the 
Legislative Council authorising 
the Hong Kong Electric Tramway 
Company—a_ British Company 
with headquarters in London——to 
construct a tramway in the 
Colony, and the work, commenced 
in May, 1903, was completed by 
July, 1904. The name of the 
Company was later altered to the 


Hong Trams 


Hong Kong Tramway Company, 
Limited, and in 1911 the manage- 
ment was transferred from Lon- 
don to Hong Kong. Many dif- 
ficulties were naturally encoun- 
tered by such a Company, and it 
was not till 1912 that the Com- 
pany was able to pay a dividend 
on the capital invested in “the 
business. 
2 » e 

then 
steady progress 
has been made, 
so much so that the Company has 
responded to the demand for 
omnibuses and started a service 
in Victoria, whilst it has taken 
over the bus service of the Kai 
Tack Bus Company in Kowloon. 
Qn the mainland, even more than 
on the Island, there is a tremen- 
dous scope for expansion, and it 
is hoped that the day is not dis- 
tant when the Tramway Com- 
pany will have buses operating on 
every existing route in Kowloon, 
besides creating new routes_as the 
demand for bus services grows. 
At present, for instance, Route 
No. 2 is operated by only one con- 
cern, but, looking to the inceas- 
ing traffic created by the greafer 
bathing facilities for the public 
at Laichikok, there seems no rea- 
son why the public demand for 
still more buses on this route 
could not be met by, say. the 
Hong Kong Tramway Company or 
the China Motor Bus Company.

Ruasia is something of a mystery. 
It is agreed that he is virtually 
and 
though a man of no great person- 
ality or apparent intellectual 
force, is able ruthlessly to 
destroy ali opposition. . The re- 
cent execution of his critica in-' 
dicate this, but his greatest 
triumph was over Zinovieff and 
Trotsky. Stalin has no official 
position in <the Government of 
Russia. He is the general secre- 
tary of the Political Bureau of 
the Communist Party, and his 
work of ruling Russia, if indeed 
he has the power he is credited 
with, is done from behind the 
scenes. Lenin chosé him origin- 
ally as the General Secretary of 
the Executive of the Communist 
Party for the purpose of mani- 
pulating what the Dictator called 
his “voting cattle.” This gave 
Stalin a great power of selecting 
servile human instruments for 
committees and appointments 
throughout Russia. This power 
of making appointments ensured 
his influence after Lenin’s death 
though that leader recommended 
his dismissal as almost his last 
official act. Stalin’s policy is to 
conciliate Western Europe for 
financial reasons. Zinovieff’s was 
that of hostile propaganda in the 
West, and peaceful penetratiqn in 
China and the East.

was under Mr. Coolidge’s Adminis- 
tration of any precipitate move- 
ment in this direction. 

Meunwhile, however, the mani- 
‘fest determination of the National- 
ist politicians to assert unfettered 
rights of sovereignty over the In- 
ternational Settlement at Shanghal, 
yeyardless of thelr Treaty obliga- 
tions, has created.-and is steadily 
aygravating--a dangerous condl- 
tion of affairs. So serious, indeed, 
has the situntion become that the 
Municipal Council and the Con 
sular Body, upon whom rests the 
responsibility for the good govern- 
ment of the Setlement, are faced 
with the fact that law and order 
cannot be maintained unless glepa 
are pramptly taken to check the 
disruplive activities of the local 
committees of the Kuomintang and 
to eliminate the political influence 
brought to Lear by the Nanking 
Government upon the Provisional 
Court. 

A Patient Protest 

As an international body the 
Council is not in a position to mane 
direct representations to the Bri- 
tish or any other Government; but 
its British and American members, 
convinced that continuance in a 
policy of acquiescent inaction ‘s ne 
Hjonver possible, have deputed an 
‘unofficial representative (Mr. R. 
| Huntley Davidson) to come to Eng- 
Jand and jlace the facts before the 
House of Commons, the Press, and 
the Chambers of Commerce. 

All things considered, the alti- 
tude of the British community et 
Shanghai, as reflected by the mem- 
orandum Mr. Davidson haa drawn 
up, seems pathetically patient. Be- 
‘tween the lines one may discern the 
weariness of hopes continually de- 
‘ferred, the soreness of checks re- 
| peuted|y turned to the smiter. The 
‘whole document suggests a some- 
what forlorn hope on the part of 
1a community of traders who have 
learned by sorrawful experience 
how little the concerns of sordid 
commerce weigh with the political 
idealists of the “F. ©. school of 
thought.” 

Things being as they are in 
China, it might have been better 
had the British communities in the 
Far Eust been more frankly 
outspoken.” Their appeal to public 
opinion in this country would, 1 
think, have been more vffective mad 
ft stated in plain terms the crucial 
truth of the whole matter, which is 
that thg nresent dangerous situa- 
tion at Shanghai is in many res- 
pects the direct result of the 
errors committed by the British 
Government since the declaration 
of Sir Austen Chamberlain's “new 
policy" in December, 1926, and par- 
ticularly due to tha surrender of 
the Hankow Concession to mob vio- 
lence (first fruits of that policy) in 
January, 1927. 

Firmness or Conciliation? 


Moreover, some of the remedial 
measures which the Council's re- 
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presentative suggeste—for example, 
that Shanghai should be made an 
international freo port, with an 
international garrison, pending 
evidence ‘of the capacity of the 
Chinese Government to fulfil its 
Treaty obligations—are not imme- 
diately practicable, inasmuch as 
they can be effected only by con- 
certed action of all the Treaty 
Powers. 

And the present position of 
affairs calls unmistakably for some- 
thing that shall give prompt relief. 
As Mr. Davidson's memorandum 
justly observes, it has become im- 
peratively necessary to recover the 
initiative in dealing with China 
before it is too late. No good can 
come of refusing to fact the dan- 
gers which confront the Shanghat 
community “by appearing to yield 
when we should remain firm, and 
drifting, when the situation re- 
quires positive action.” And in- 
asmuch as the interests which are 
threatened are mainly British, the 
jnitiative in remedial action muat 
come from the British Government. 

This being so, the first measure 
which suggests itself as immediato- 
ly effective and fully justifiable 
would be to notify the Nanking 
Government that, since it has fail- 
ed to fulfil its obligations under re- 
cently concluded Treaties, the Bri- 
tish Government has decided to 
withdraw for the present its pro- 
posais for Treaty modifications as 
set forth in the Note addressed to 
the Chinese Governments at Peking 
and Hankow on Jan. 27, 1927, 

That such an offer should have 
heen made immediately after the 
unprovoked attack of armed Chin- 
ese forces upon the British Conces- 
sion at Hankow is now generally 
admitted to have been a blunder of 
the first magnitude, It was bound 
to produce in the Chinese an in- 
creasingly aggressive attitude, and 
must have ended in a complete de- 
bacle had it not been partially re- 
deemed, in the nick of time and at 
wreat cost, by the despatch of the 
British Defence Force to Shanghai. 
But the salutary effect of thut dis- 
play of firmness has since been ne- 
gatived by persistence in the policy 
of patient conciliation. 

A Dangerous Situation 

The présent position of affairs is 
not only dangerous but absurd, for 
it is manifestly futile to spend mil- 
lions upon a British garrison at 
Shanghai if at the same time irres- 
ponsible Chinese officials are en- 
couraged in the belief that they 
may with impunity violate existing 
agreements, and so undermine the 
administration of the Settlement 
that the Municipal Police are con- 
tinually frustrated In their task of 
protecting life and property. 

The main facts of the situation, 
as set forth in a despatch from the 
Municipal Council to the Senior 
Consul, are as follows: Between 
January, 1927, and March, 1928, 
sixty death sentences were passed 
by the Provisional Court. By the 
terms of the rendition agreement, 
death sentences require to be con- 
firmed by the Kiangsu Provincial 
Court. In only one of these sixty 
cases was the death sentence con- 
firmed; e.even were returned for 
re-trial on frivolous grounds, and 
of the rest nothing more was heard. 

The record of violent crime 
(wrote the Council) for the year 
1927 was the worst in the history 
of the Settlement. No fewer than 
123° persons were murdered, -as 
against forty-three in 1926. Of 
these fitteen were foreigners and 
108 Chinese. Fourteen members of 
the police force were killed and 
twenty-two were wounded by arm- 


timations conveyed to the foréign * 


community at Shanghai, that in 
tuture it will be expected to rely 
more upon its own resources for its 
protection, it is pertinent to ob- 
serve that. already some 30'per cent. 
of the Municipality’s revenues are 
spent on the local police and votun- 
teer forces, and that, out of a total 
adult male population of 10,000, 
no fewer than ’3,600 are serving in 
one or other of those forces, 

Britain's leading position at the 
great centre of China’s maritime 
trade representa two centuries of 
lawful enterprise and some 700 
millions sterling of British capital, 
Are these to be needlessly sacrific- 
ed to further experiments in a 
policy which has already proved 
its dangerous futility?—“London 
Telegraph.”

Letter to Hotel Managers 

On July 1 the American resident 
in Shanghai addressed the following 
letter to the management of ;the 
hotels mentioned :— 

“Will you kindly inform me if such an 
incident as the following alleged re- 
fuaal of admittance to a British hotel 
in Shanghai could have occurred? 

“This quotation ts from an address 
delivered “by Dr. T. Z. Koo, of the 
Chinese Y.M.C.A., before the conven- 
tion of the Student Christian Move- 
ment at Liverpool, January 1 (publish- 
ed in a volume entitled, ‘The Purpose 
of God in the Life of the World’) :— 


But, even after all these unequal 
treaties are abolished, we have only 
touched one phase of this inter- 
national tangle. Let me give you an 
illustration of what I mean, A little 
over a yenr ago, in Shanghai, 1 had 
to call at a British hotel for a friend.

The similar notorious lie as 
to the sign outside one of the 
public parks in Shanghai,—Dogs 
and Chinese not admitted,” is 
familiar to all.

Some Common Causes 
Explained 


What causes the front wheel to 
wobble in a Ford, model T, or a new 
Chevrolet, when the spindle bodies 
and the steering gear in general 
have no noticeable play? What can 
be done to overcome this trouble’? 

There are several fundamentals 
common to all cars on the subject of 
front wheel wobble. One of the 
most common causes of wobble in 
the front system, apart from general 
Jooseness, igs an unbalanced condi- 
tion of the wheels, It is esscntia] 
that the wheels should be perfectly 
balanced.

MEANING OF ‘DRUNK’ 


Doctor Says There Is No 
Legal Definition 


What is proof of drunkenness in 
the case of car drivers? This 
question was raised at Bourne- 
mouth Police Court, when Harry 
Herbert Marsh, a taxi-driver of 
Granville Road, Boscombe, was 
charged with being drunk in charge 
of a motor-car. 

Dr. Simmons, a police surgeon, 
stated that after tests he formed 
the opinion that “as regards driv- 
ing a motor-car, Marah was 
drunk.” Further questioned. by 
Marsh, he explained: “You were 
so much under the influence of 
drink that you could not control 
your movements properly.” 

Marsh pointed out that a London 
magistrate had recently ruled that 
it was not for a doctor to say a 
man was drunk because he was in 
charge of a motor-car if he was 
not dPunk in the generally accept- 
ed sense.

Fiat 

From Bombay comes the account 
of an exceptional feat performed by 
a private motorist with his own 
car, a strictly standard Model 520 
Fiat.

MURDER SEQUEL 


Arrest of a Chinese 
Suspect 


WOMAN STILL WANTED 


In connection with the murder of 
an Indian constable early on Thurs- 
day morning in «a disused quarry 
situated between Austin and Jordan- 
roads, Kowloon, it is learned that a 
Chinese has been arrested. 

Lam Ping, unemployed, and about 
30 years of age, was arrested late 
yesterday in Mongkok, on informa- 
tion given to the Police.
